and the pꝛimitire fathers frequented it, ac- 
 ro2ding to her declaration of her own duty ; 
fo2 our Lozd did, aud bp ſaping, Do this, 
commanded it to be done with unleaven'd 
bꝛead; ſince only that was, o2 could be us d, 
at the „ part of whole —

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cuſtoms it is on all hands agreed he perpe- 
tuated in this ſacrament. ig — 
hit ate the paſſaver at this time with 
his diltiples, the ev ning (as it is caltula⸗ 
ted) befoze that evening, when the reft of 
the Jews ate it, becauſe on the dap fallew⸗ 
ing, he. cur paſſover wag to be ſatriſit d fo2 
us: de put an end to the ceremony ef the 
palchal lamb the night befoze he was to 
be ſlain as our paſchal lamb, a p2opitiation 
ko our fins: but he then pertorm d that 
rite, he cat the paſſover, and the paſſover 
could not be eaten with leaven d bꝛead, fo2 
that would not have been. but bern contrarp 
to, the paſſover.

keep the feaſt, not with the old leaven, nei⸗ 
ther with the leaven of malice and wicked⸗ 
neſs, but with the unleaven'd bꝛead of ſince» 
ritp and truth. Pere, if leaven'd b2eod had 
been us d, the apoſtle could not habt a uded 
juſtip to unleaven'd bead, ag a figure of 
that freedom from the old leaven, nd from 
that of malice and wickedneſs, which fill 
was tobe ſhewn in the chziſtian paſſover, and 
which was the reaſcn why unieaben'd bꝛead 
was to be tcontinu d as an emblem of truth, 
ſincerity, lode innocence, fümp icitv and 
other ch2iſtian grares, apart from the cvil 
mixture and ferments of the oppoſite quali- 
_. 

Salt, peaff, dough pꝛeſerv'd to a ſtalenefs, 
and the like, put into bead, are a leaven.

But 
that is falſe in fact; fo2 this ſacrament wag 
o2dcr'd by Chziſt to be eaten, and dzank, in 
remembꝛante of him; his apoſtles did ſo cat 
and d2mk it, and fo has the church in all 
ages.

And our Tod 8 command, Do 
this, enjains the mixture, as he mingled 
it; not to do this therefoze, is to difobep 
bim, and alter, that is, annul his latra- 
ment.

The mixture was not founded on the na- 
ture of the climate only, where it was ſirſt 
appointed, faz all the antient ch2iſtians us d 
it * the colder — as in France, and 
in the meze nozthern parts. Ky 
The liturgies of St. James, St. Cle- 
ment, Ht. Wark, Ht. Ball, Neltozius, De- 
verus ; the Ethiopic liturgy, that of the 
Gallican, and the Bzitiſh churches (befoze 
the Roman Miſſal wag here receiv d;) thote 
of Afric and Spain, as appears bp the Mo⸗ 
ſarabic liturgy, Ec. expzeſs the cup to be 
mingled bp Chiu and his apoſtles : No is 
there one anttent liturgy, counct}, oz father, 
(except the Armenian, who excluded the wa⸗ 
ter above 4-0 pears after Chꝛiſt, and bp that 
verp exclusion confirm'd the tozmer p2actice) 
that does not atteſt the dogrinecfthe mix deup. 
— Juſtin Martyr, 50 pears after the death 
of St. John, which is earip enough to vouch 
en apoſtolical dogrine, mentions the mixture 
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in the ſacrament. In ſhozt, the evidences 
are ſo numerous and weightp on this head, 
that if thep be not receiv'd, the evidences of 
the New Teſtament mult not be receiv'd, and ta 
deny them tends direuly to abolith chziſtianity. 
This is the firlt charge, that to telebꝛate 
the euchariſt without unleaven'd bzead, and 
wine mix d with water, is to depart from 
the inſtituted matter, which is eſſential to 
the ſacrament, and therefoze to defirop it. 
This oziginal inſtitution was the rule to the 
apoſtles, and all chziſtians, befoze the books 
of the New Teſtament were wzitren : fo that 
it is falſe, that the ſcripture alwaps was 
the onlp rule in this matter; there were ma- 
np pears of the church, when it had no New 
Teſtament, as we have it; foz no books of it 
were penn d, till ſome pears after the aſcen- 
don: but they celebzated the euchariſt as 
Chꝛiſt did it, and the iuſtitution was to them, 
as it ſhou'd be to us, the rule of it. 
As there are two eilential parts of the 
euchariſt, the matter, and the tozm, the koz⸗ 
mer has been ſhewn, the latter is our next 
conideration. 


_ The fo2m of Chziſt was, to take the ele- 
ments, to bleſs, to give thanks, oz to bleſs 
with thankſgibing ; to communicate them to 
his diſciples, and command them to do the 
like in remembzance of him, #c. This is 
obvious in the Goſpels; and the nearer the 
telebzation comes, in everp circumſtance 
whatever, to his pzactice at the firſt appoint- 
ment of it, it 18 more perten, and moſt tru- 
Ip the chziſizan ſacrifice. 

But ſince the Engliſh church appeals to 
the p:imitive fo2m of the euchariſt, it * 
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per to fee what that fozm was. And that 
- can 


an be no otherwaps ſcen, but by looking in- 
to all the moſt antient ſchemes, and methods 
of adminifkring it: It theſe, at different 
times and places, neareſt the time and place 
of the inſtitution, made bp perſons who had 
the beſt oppoztunitp to know it, and whoſe 
truth in repozting it be not queſtion'd, by 
their being allewd good evidences of ether 
points, and of the New Teſtament it ſelf : if 
theſe agree in anp regular fo2m of doing it, 
and that agreement be farther atteſted by the 
writers in oz near their reſpective times; 
fuch agreement, and none eile, is the pꝛimi⸗ 
tive rule of the euchariſt; and ik the Engliſh 
church departs from it, ſhe contradias her 
telt; fo2 ſhe declares the pꝛimitive fozm be» 
foze all things eſſential; and no church, oz 
evidence, that is deliberatelp inconſiſtent 
with its own teſtimonp, is in anp refpect 
whatever, bp the rules of right, of lam, and 
of reaſon, to be believ d, having fozfeited its 
credit, oz right to be believ'd, by ſuch incon ; 


filkenep. | | 
The queſtions about the time, the anthozs, 
the authcntickneſs, the alterations, the inter; 
polations, Ec. of theſe anticnt liturgics are 
no moze than mult be apply d to the bocks of 
the Pew Teſtament themſelves, to our creeds, 
and all antient writmgs: It thep concur in 
certain points the moſt confideroble, and be 
atteſted bp fuch vouchers as are admitted 
good vouchers, in our taking our Scripture 
it ſelf from them, thep are juſt evidences ef 
the pzimitive enchariſt, on the avow'd p2in- 


tiples of everp chziſtian. So that their teſſ 
3s, if any objection x to thew, * the 
2 me 
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ſame objcaion be apply d, in the ſame fozce, 
to other writings which we do receive, and 
let all and oz fail bp the iſſue of the trial. 
The pyincipol of theſe antient liturgies 
are thoſe of Element, James, Mark, Chzy- 
ſoſtom, Baſi\, Eeſtozius, Severus, the Go- 
thic. Gallican, Sthiopic, Mczarabie, all 
us d where the goman was not receiv'd ; be- 
fides cthers colleged by ienaudor, fc. 
It anp modern liturgies, o: waps ef 
giving the ſacrament, be compar'd with the 
conſent of theſe iiturgics, thep have icfs au- 
thozitp, as leſs antient and apoſtolical, leſs 
 Pzimitive and univerſal, cis agreeing, leſs 
 anthentie; ſo that the ſcale of the queſtion 
will everp wap turn in favour of the oldeſt 
methods; and this is the declar d pꝛincipie 
of the Engliſh Chureg. 
The mam points in which all theſe litur⸗ 
gies concur, and which thcrefoze are the un⸗ 
doubced.pzimitive fozm of the euchariſt, are 
the euchariltic thankſgiving (like our Savi- 
our's giving thanks, from whence it is called 
the euchariſt, andthe omiſſion of which makes 
it therefoze no enchariſt at all) the oblation 
of the elements ts God; the invocation fo: 
the deſcent of the Holy Ghoſt ta make them 
Church of England faps, are verilp and in- 
deed taken by the faithful in the Loꝛd s ſup- 
per; ) the pzaper fo2 the whole ſtate of Chaiſt's 
church ; that fo2 the wozthp pattaking of the 
ſacrament, the pardon of ſin, and humble 
acceſs, the 4z« «yi, and the diſtribution.

firms it to a mozal demonſiration. Jn a 
controverſp on this head, which was carry'd. 
on ſome pears ago, the adverſaries to the pꝛi· 
mitive euchariſt own the recoverp of it to be 
a deſirable thing, and they have been fo ap- 
parentlp inferio2 in the diſpute, that by the 
conſent of ſearned men, it now ſtands fo2 the 
antient ſacrament. There is the ſame teſtimo⸗ 
np fo? it, as there ig fo? the canon of the iw 
_ Teſtament: They that receive the New Te⸗ 
ſtament, mult receive the antient euchariſt 
fo2 the fame reaſon; thep that reject the lat⸗ 
ter, muſt rezcet the evidence of the goſpel on 
the ſame arguments. All churches foz a⸗ 
— bove 1500 pears ever agreed in it, except 
the Armenian in one circumſtance, which 
was therefoze condenn'd bp a general coun- 
til, and bp all other churches. The beſt 
Engliſh and kozeign divmes, to this dap,

Thus J have gone th2ough the chief heads 
of this argument, relating to the ſacrament : 
the matter inſtituted bp Chꝛiſt, the onlp pꝛi⸗ 
mitive fo2zm, and the conſent of appꝛob d mo- 


dern divines in its favour. 


A might add much about the neceſſity, and 
mozal duty of reſtoring this fozm, in obedi⸗
